The drawings include figure studies, religious subjects, portraits, genre 
scenes, landscapes, and architectural studies. Works are rendered in pencil, pen 
and ink, brush and ink, water color, chalk, charcoal, pastel, lithographic crayon, 
opaque water color, and oil. 

Drawings by Johann Wolfgang Baumgartner (1712-1761) , Friedrich Preller the 
Elder (1804-1878), and Paul Klee (1879-1940) highlight the exhibition which includes 
works by Martin-Johann Kresmer-Schmidt (1718-1801) , Rudolf Von Alt (1812-1905) , 

Adolf von Heydech (1781-1803), Paula Modesohn-Becker (1876-1907), Ernest Ludwig 
Kirchner (1880-1938) , Gustav Klimt (1862-1918) , and Egon Schiele (1890-1918) . 

The exhibition has been organized in chronological order in the east 
gallery of the Museum’s prints and drawings galleries by Anne Lockhart, assistant 
curator of prints and drawings at The Cleveland Museum of Art.
